utes, basting with hot milk three 
times. Serve with a cream sauce, us- 
ing some of the liquid In the P&EL for 
port of the sauce. 


Rica and Mushroom Croquette*.—If 


fresh mushrooms are used, peel tbe 
caps and break them In pieces. Let 
cook In butter or vegetable oil until 
softened, skim from the fat and set 
aside. To the -fat In the pan add 
half u fupful of rice that baa been 
partly cooked and drained. When the 
rice lias taken up all the fat add two 
tupfuls of stock, milk or boiling wa- 
ter and a half a teaspoonful of salt; 
let cook until the liquid is absorbed 
When the rice Is cooked, stir in the 
mushrooms lightly with a fork. Torn 
out on a buttered plate to chill. Shape, 
roll In crumbs and egg and fry in deep 
fat 
Dried mushrooms may be used,
